all may'count them, nnd puts them 
from the._full Into tho empty chalice. 


If thorb bo more or fewer voting 


papers''than there be cardinals pros- 
ftnt- he burns them all, and their emi- 
nences must vote again. 


But when the number of voting pa- 
pers equals the number of cardinals 
inresent tho first cardinal bishop; the 
first cardinal priest, nnd the 
first 


cardinal deacon bring tho challco full 
of voting papers from the altar to 
the table of scrutiny. 
They retire 


and the scrutineers approach the ta- 
ble and face the sacred college.' 


Each Vote Is Scrutinized 


The first scrutineer empties 
the 


chalice on to the table. 
One by 


one he opens the folded voting pap- 
ers, looks nt the name of the cardi- 
nal on each and passes the paper to 
the second scrutineer. ' This one al- 
so looks and passes the paper to the 
third scrutineer, who 
reads 
the 


name aloud. 
Meanwhile the cardinals keep tal- 


lies on printed lists which contain 
tha names of .all the sacred college. 


Tho voting papers are filed by tne 


third scrutineer and placed on tho 
empty challci), ,..-••'-'• • 


This counting Is repeated a second 


tlni? and the voting papers reexam- 
ined by tho three scrutineers. 


When the scrutiny brings forth no 


pope with a majority of two thirds 
plus .one. tho sacred college tries el- 
ection by accession. 


Fresh voting papers aro used, on 


which the cardinals who wish 
to 


•,'ote In favor of him who tallied high- 
est Itf .the scrutiny will write: "I 
accede to the Lord Soraflno, Lord 
Cardinal of Frascatl," or "I acccdo 
to tho Lord Dominic Mary. 
Lord 


Cardinal of Tyre." These accessions 
are 
placed In the chnllco on the al- 
tar with the ceremonies of the scrut- 
iny, but the oath is not rosworn. 


Election by accession Is derived 


from n usage of the senate of an- 
tique Rome. 


If no one yet attains tho minimum 


majority of two-thirds plus 
one— 


that Is to say. thirty-seven votes— 
the conclave will retire from the Sis- 
tine chapel until the following day. 
and the Ineffectual voles arc burned. 


This procedure obtains .day 
after 


day until all cliques aroibroken down 
until all doubts have disappeared, un- 
til the Holy Spirit sends his light to 
lighten tho minds of men that they 
may see the will of God and- give It 
force..

Greeting the New Pope 


When at last a pope has been el- 


ected three apostolic prothonotarles 
record the act of conclave and all 
the cardinals sign and seal It. Tho 
cardinal dean demands 
the 
new 
pope's 
consent to his own election 


and the new name by which he wish- 
es to be known. 
(This custom ot 


changing his name arose with Pope 
Sorglus III., whose own 
cognomen 


was unpresentable—Osporcl. 


Each cardinal releases the cord of 


the canopy of tho throne, which folds 
ilown. 
No one may remain covered 


In tho presence of thq pope. 
A new 


ring—the ring of the fisherman—Is 
given to the sovereign pontiff. 


The first and second cardinal dea- 


cons conduct his holiness to tho rear 
of.the altar with tho masters of cere- 
monies and tho Augustlan sancrlstan. 
They tako away 
his - cnrdlnnlltlal 


scarlet and vest him In a cassock of 
white taffeta, with cincture, a fair 
white llnon rochet, and the papal 
stole, a crimson nlmuce. and-shoes of 
crimson cloth, embroidered In gold. 


New Pope's Cell Pillaged 
The servants of the conclave pro- 


ceed to pillage the cell lately occu- 
pied by his holiness. 


Tho new pope sits upon n chair be- 


fore the nltar of the Slstlne chapel 
and the cardinal dean, tho Lord Lou- 
Is Oreglla ill Santo Stcfano. who.Is- 
Ostla's and Vellotrl's 
bishop, 
fol- 


lowed by other eminences In their 
order, kneels to adore his 
holiness, 


kissing the cross upon his shoe, the 
ring upon his hand, whereat the sov- 
ereign pontiff 
makes tho 
kneelcr 


rise and accords the kiss of peace on 
both cheeks. 


Then the master mason breaks op- 


en the walled up door. 
Thp first 


cardinal deacon goes to the balcony 
of St. Peter's nnd to the city nnd the 
world proclaims, "I announce to you 
groat Joy.

Many Are Electrocuted, 


Some

power wire of the trolley line, a short 
distance away. 


In Its rush the water carried away 


buildings and places of amusement, 
and still further down tore away a 
station on the trolley line and swept 
a car and .Its passengers away, -tear- 
Ing the car to pieces. 


Rain, Then Cloudburst. 


The trouble started with a heavy 


rain, which came up about 3 o'clock 
In the afternoon. 


A half hour later there was a veri- 


table cloudburst. Umbrellas carried 
by the crowds of people were crushed 
like eggshells. The waters In th« lake 
north of Oal;ford park began to swell,

Drive Crowds to Shelter.

had been cleared of the people the 
waters mounted the wall of-the dam 
and within five minutes water to the 
depth of five feet was llowlng over the.

Dam Yields. 


The park, or ravine, studded with 


buildings, the 
merry-go-round, 
the 


laughing gallery and 
other 
amuse- 


ment places were twisted about and 
all but the dancing pavilion and large 
lunch stand were knocked from their 
foundations. 


The rain continued to fall In 'tor- 


rents and about 4 o'clock forty fuet of 
the wall of the dam to the east gave 
way with a crash.. The flood beat 
down the ravine with a roar that was 
heard for two miles. 


Water Strikes Waiting Room. 


A half mile down, 'at the junction of 


the Grconsburg and Jeanotte and the 
Park car lines, the car barns are lo- 
cated. The entrance gates to the park 
were lifted and hurled by the waters 
against the barn. Beyond was located 
the small waiting room and on the 
track was standing a car lader with 
people on their way from Greansburg 
and Jeanotte. The electric storm had 
rendered the power to the south use- 
less and the motorman was unable to , 
move the car.

TO KILL BLACKS 


1EGRO- SLAYS A 
POLICEMAN 


Crowd Gatherm Around the Jail and 


Demands the Prisoner, Who Has 
Been Spirited Away—Gov. Durbln 
Orders Militia to Report for Duty. 


Eransvillo, 
Ind.. July 
C.—At 
2 


o'clock this morning Evansvlllo was 
In the hands of a mob of 2,000 men, 
•who surroundcil the Jail and threat- 
ened 
to tear 
It 
down unless Loo 


Erown, a neg-o man who shot Patrol- 
man Louis N. Massey last Friday, was 
cfollrorcd up to them. The governor 
tas ordered out the mllltla. One white 
boy has been shot, two negroes and 
one Depress have been killed and 
much greater loss of life Is feared bo- 
fore the rioting Is quelled. The mem- 
bers of the mol) were t-houtlng death 
to all negroes. 


Fire on Policeman. 


The steel bars of tho Jail windows 


could not withstand the rain of blows 
from the battering rams of tho mob, 
•nd a few minutes before 2 o'clock the 
crowd 
swarmed 
In and 
began 
to 


icarcli for the negro. Police Captain 
Brennecke tried to check their •ad- 
vance by turning tho hose upon them. 
When he apcarcd nt the window n 
rain of bullets was sent through. Ho 
retreated and no fii-iher attempt to 
Jccep the mob out was made. They 
searched through the jail, and being 
unable to find Urown, dispersed, al- 
though 200 of them, heavily armed, 
tegan marching through the streets 
•where negroes are likely to be found. 


Mob Is Dispersed. 


The trouble commenced early Sun- 


fay morning, when a mob of 150 men 
•termed the Jail endeavoring to secure 
Lee Brown and lynch him. 
Sheriff 


Krantz turned in a riot alarm, and sev- 
eral policemen who arrived s~in after 
succeeded in driving the mob from 
the side Ihclosure into wh: ;h they had 
Broker, by using a telephone pole- as 
a battering ram against the side gate. 
By 5 o'clock in the r-onilng the mob 
dispersed', and the prisoner was then, 
spirited out of the city and taken to 
Vincennes for safe-keeping.
